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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 16-18, filed July 29, 2009, with respect to 
claims 22 - 26 and 28 - 53 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of claims 22 - 37 has been withdrawn. The objection to the specification has 
been withdrawn. In addition, the objection to the drawings has also been withdrawn in 
view of the newly submitted drawings 3, 7A, 8 and 17 on 7/29/2009. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 22 - 26 and 28 - 53 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regard to claims 22 - 26 and 28 - 37, independent claim 22 has been amended 
to include the subject matter from previously presented claim 27 that was indicated to 
be allowable in the previous office action. Claim 22 is allowed for the reasons provided 
in the previous office action. Claims 23 - 26 and 28 - 27 depend from claim 22 and are 
also allowed. 

Claims 38 - 43 were allowed in the previous office action. 

New independent claims 44, 49, 50, 51, 52, and 53 contain the all the limitations 
of previous claim 22 and the subject matter from claims 33, 24, 25, 28, 29, and 31, 
respectively, that was indicated to be allowable in the previous office action. Claims 44, 
49, 50, 51, 52, and 53 are allowed for the reasons provided in the previous office action. 
Claims 45 - 48 depend from claim 44 and are also allowed. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
